3. Adjust the sound source’s voiume 
to a comfortabie ievei.

• Set the voiume to the iowest set- 
ting before you begin iistening. 
After you begin iistening, adjust 
the voiume to a comfortabie ievei. 

• Do not iisten at extremeiy high 
voiume ieveis. Extended high-voi- 
ume iistening can iead to perma- 
nent hearing ioss. 

• Once you set the voiume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the voiume ievei, so a 
voiume ievei that does not cause 
discomfort might stiii damage your 
hearing.
